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2. SUMMARY: A/S SHATTUCK AND OAU SYG SALIM AGREED ON 
THE NEED FOR AN EXPANDED UN MILITARY FORCE IN RWANDA. 
THE FORCE SHOULD SUPERVISE THE CEASE-FIRE, PROVIDE 
HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE, AND PROTECT CIVILIANS. THE UN 
WOULD PROVIDE LOGISTICAL AND FINANCIAL SUPPORT; THE OAU 
WOULD ROUND UP TROOPS FROM AFRICAN COUNTRIES . SALIM 
WILL CALL THE UNSYG AND UNHRC TO SUPPORT THE IDEA OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL FORCE AND AN INTERNATIONAL HUMAN RIGHTS 
INVESTIGATION. END SUMMARY. 
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3. INTRODUCTION: ON 5 MAY ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF STATE 
FOR HUMAN RIGHTS AND HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS JOHN SHATTUCK 
MET WITH ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY (OAU) SECRETARY 
GENERAL SALIM AHMED SALIM TO DISCUSS THE CRISIS IN 
RWANDA. SALIM, CITING HIS PERSONAL ANGST AND EVIDENTLY 
MOVED AND FRUSTRATED BY THE CRISIS AND THE UNCERTAIN 
OUTCOME OF THE ARUSHA TALKS, GAVE A RAMBLING 
PRESENTATION BEFORE FINALLY FOCUSSING ON CONCRETE STEPS 
THE OAU, USG, AND INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY CAN TAKE TO 
ADDRESS POSITIVELY THE RWANDAN CRISIS. A/S SHATTUCK WAS 
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ACCOMPANIED BY DAS MCKINLEY, AMBASSADOR RAWSON, 
AMBASSADOR BAAS, JUDITH KAUFMANN, AND EMBASSY ADDIS 
POLECONOFF. SALIM' S NOTETAKER WAS CHRIS JOHNSON. 



A/S SHATTUCK EXPRESSES USG CONCERNS 



4. A/S SHATTUCK UNDERSCORED THE IMPORTANCE PRESIDENT 
CLINTON ATTACHES TO RESOLVING THE CRISIS. SHATTUCK TOLD 
SALIM THAT THE PRESIDENT APPRECIATES THE EFFORTS PUT 
FORTH THUS FAR BY THE SYG AND THE OAU. PRESIDENT 
CLINTON ASKED A/S SHATTUCK TO CONSULT WITH REGIONAL 
LEADERS TO IDENTIFY CREATIVE YET REALISTIC METHODS TO 
RESOLVE THE APPALLING HUMAN RIGHTS AND HUMANITARIAN 
NIGHTMARE IN RWANDA. THE A/S NOTED HOW UNFORTUNATE IT 
WAS THAT THE INTERNATIONAL FORCE IN RWANDA HAD NEITHER 
THE MANDATE NOR THE PERSONNEL TO ADDRESS RWANDA'S 
CURRENT PROBLEMS AND ARTICULATED THE USG DESIRE TO HELP 
DEVELOP AND SUPPORT A RECONFIGURED AND RECONSTITUTED 
INTERNATIONAL PRESENCE IN RWANDA. 

5. A/S SHATTUCK TOLD SALIM THAT SINCE OCTOBER 1993 THE 
USG HAS PROVIDED A TOTAL OF USD 63 MILLION TOWARDS 
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HUMANITARIAN RELIEF EFFORTS TO ASSIST THE PEOPLE OF 
RWANDA. HE ADDED THAT A DISASTER ASSISTANCE AND RELIEF 

TEAM IS PREPARED TO ASSESS AND RESPOND TO THE UNCLASSIFIED 
HUMANITARIAN CRISIS. IN ADDITION, THE USG WAS READY TO 
PROVIDE LOGISTICAL AND FINANCIAL SUPPORT TO APPROPRIATE 
INTERNATIONAL MISSIONS ON BEHALF OF RWANDA. FINALLY, 
THE USG SUPPORTED STRONGLY UN SECURITY COUNCIL 
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RESOLUTIONS CALLING FOR AN ARMS EMBARGO ON RWANDA AND 
CALLING FOR THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSIONER TO COMMENCE 
AN INVESTIGATION OF GROSS VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS.

10. RPF ON A CEASE FIRE: SALIM SAID THAT RPF LEADERS 
TOLD HIM 3 MAY (ARUSHA II) THAT WHILE THEY SAID THEY 
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WOULD COMMIT DEFINITELY TO A CEASE-FIRE , THEY WOULD NOT 
NEGOTIATE WITH THE INTERIM GOVERNMENT. HOWEVER, THE RPF 
WOULD SIGN A CEASE-FIRE DOCUMENT IN THE PRESENCE OF THE 
OAU AND FACILITATOR; WANTED NEGOTIATIONS TO BE CONVENED 
BY THE UN AMIR COMMANDER AND CONDUCTED BY THE RPF AND 
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INTERIM GOVERNMENT MILITARY FIELD COMMANDERS; AND WILL

IT WOULD CONSIDER PERMITTING FIELD 
COMMANDERS TO NEGOTIATE BUT THE AGREEMENT ITSELF MUST 
ULTIMATELY BE MADE BETWEEN THE TWO POLITICAL 
LEADERSHIPS. COMMENTING ON THIS ISSUE, SALIM SPECULATED 
THAT COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN THE INTERIM GOVERNMENT AND

INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY MUST SEND A CLEAR MESSAGE THAT

13. HOW TO LAUNCH AN INTERNATIONAL INVESTIGATION? 
RESPONDING TO SALIM' S CONCERN THAT THE INVESTIGATION 
MIGHT BE DETERRED BY POLITICAL AND SECURITY CONCERNS, 
A/S SHATTUCK URGED THE SYG TO TELEPHONE THE UN SECRETARY 
GENERAL AND THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSIONER TO VOICE 
HIS STRONG SUPPORT FOR AN INVESTIGATION. THE A/S SAID 
THAT SUCH AN INVESTIGATION WAS CITED RECENTLY IN A UNSC 
RESOLUTION AND IN A STATEMENT BY THE UNHRC. SALIM' S 
SUPPORT COULD FURTHER THE PROCESS, ESPECIALLY VIS-A-VIS 
BOUTROS-GHALI WHO MIGHT FEAR THAT SUCH AN INVESTIGATION 
WOULD FAIL AND REDOUND NEGATIVELY ON THE UN. SALIM 
REPLIED THAT HE WAS PREPARED TODAY (5 MAY) TO BACK 
PUBLICLY SUCH AN INVESTIGATION. (NOTE: REFTEL IS THE 
OAU STATEMENT BASED ON THE SYG' S MEETING WITH A/S 
SHATTUCK WAS RELEASED AT 1230 ZULU. IT CALLED FOR, 
INTER ALIA, AN INTERNATIONAL INVESTIGATION INTO THE 
OUTBREAK OF MASS KILLINGS AND GROSS VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS IN RWANDA.)

INITIAL OBJECTIONS TO AN INTERNATIONAL FORCE AND 
ACCEPTED THE SYG'S IDEA OF A FORCE WHICH WOULD PROVIDE 
HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE AND PROTECT CIVILIANS. SUCH A 
FORCE WOULD NOT HAVE A MANDATE TO STOP THE FIGHTING BUT 
SHOULD HAVE THE PHYSICAL AND LEGAL CAPACITY TO RESPOND 
APPROPRIATELY TO VIOLATIONS. THE RPF ACCEPTED THE SYG'S 
SUGGESTION THAT AN INTERNATIONAL FORCE HAVE WITHIN ITS 
MANDATE THE SUPERVISION OF THE CEASE-FIRE AND THE 
PROTECTION OF CIVILIANS. ON THE OTHER HAND, THE INTERIM 
GOVERNMENT SAID THEY WANT AN INTERVENTION FORCE CAPABLE 
OF STOPPING THE FIGHTING. THE SYG TOLD A/S SHATTUCK 
THAT THE IDEA OF AN ENLARGED UN FORCE SHOULD BE 
SUPPORTED AND PURSUED VIGOROUSLY. ITS TERMS AND METHODS 
OF WORK WOULD BE NEGOTIABLE BUT THE RPF AND THE INTERIM 
GOVERNMENT SHOULD BE CONSULTED TO PREVENT THE 
UNNECESSARY USE OF FORCE BY ANY PARTY AGAINST ANOTHER.

INVESTIGATION: DAS MCKINLEY DREW PARTICIPANTS' 
ATTENTION TO THE INTERRELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIAN FORCE AND 
AN INTERNATIONAL HUMAN RIGHTS INVESTIGATION. WHILE EACH 
IS IMPORTANT AND HAS ITS OWN DYNAMIC, THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF AN INTERNATIONAL FORCE IN RWANDA WOULD IMPROVE THE 
LIKELIHOOD THAT AN INTERNATIONAL INVESTIGATION COULD 
OPERATE SAFELY AND, HOPEFULLY, PRODUCTIVELY. 
FURTHERMORE, SINCE THE RPF HAS SAID IT WANTS AN 
INTERNATIONAL INVESTIGATION, THE RPF SHOULD BE PREVAILED 
UPON TO ACCEPT AN INTERNATIONAL FORCE AS A MEANS TO 
ADVANCE THE INVESTIGATION. THE SYG AGREED WITH BOTH 
POINTS BUT COUNSELED THAT THE FORCE SHOULD NOT BE HELD 
HOSTAGE TO THE INVESTIGATION. 



CONCLUSIONS 



18. BY THE END OF THE DISCUSSION THE SYG SALIM AND A/S 
SHATTUCK HAD REACHED AGREEMENT ON A NUMBER OF ISSUES ON 
WHICH THEY PLANNED TO TAKE ACTION. 
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-- THE SYG AND THE A/S WOULD ISSUE A JOINT STATEMENT 

BASED ON THEIR DISCUSSION (OAU PRESS RELEASE IN REFTEL) 

--AN ENLARGED UN FORCE WAS DESIRABLE. THE UN AND 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY WOULD PROVIDE LOGISTICAL AND 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT AS WELL AS THE "AUTHORITY;" THE OAU 
WOULD MUSTER UP THE TROOPS, MOST LIKELY NOT FROM 
RWANDA'S NEIGHBORS. 

-- SALIM WILL CONTACT BOUTROS - GHAL I TO PROPOSE /SUPPORT 
THE IDEA OF AN ENLARGE FORCE AND FIND OUT FROM THE UNSYG 
WHAT LEVEL OF POLITICAL AND TROOP SUPPORT MIGHT BE 
FORTHCOMING FROM VARIOUS COUNTRIES. SALIM WILL ALSO 
SUPPORT AN INTERNATIONAL HUMAN RIGHTS INVESTIGATION. 

-- THE OAU SYG WILL CONTACT AFRICAN COUNTRIES SEEKING

-- THE UN FORCE WOULD PROVIDE HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE 
AND PROTECTION TO CIVILIANS, SUPERVISE THE CEASE-FIRE, 
AND FACILITATE THE WORK OF AN INTERNATIONAL HUMAN RIGHTS 
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SUBJECT: OAU SYG CALLS FOR EXPANDED UN FORCE IN RWANDA 
INVESTIGATION. 

-- THE OAU SYG WILL CONTACT UNHRC AYALA- LASSO BEFORE 8 
MAY TO LEND HIS SUPPORT TO THE IDEA OF AN INTERNATIONAL 
HUMAN RIGHTS INVESTIGATION IN RWANDA. 

19. EVIDENTLY PLEASED WITH THE SUBSTANCE AND OUTCOME OF 
THE DISCUSSIONS, THE SYG EXPRESSED DEEP GRATITUDE FOR 
THE USG'S POLITICAL, DIPLOMATIC, AND FINANCIAL SUPPORT 
FOR THE OAU IN RECENT YEARS. FEELING BUOYED, SALIM SAID 
THAT THE OAU MUST DO MORE THAN INHERIT PROBLEMS THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY (READ UN) FAILS TO HANDLE 
PROPERLY .
